On Tuesday I had to go up to No j 
Mnn'x I.and with a N. <\ O. and ten j 
men to try lo find th.* bodies of two J 
of our offi* era aud get Identification 
disks o f any of the men.

incu collapsed en route from the ef­ 
fect* of a gas attack o f the previous 
week. ami then we plowed through the 
iixvfill mud looking for the dead—a hor­ 
rible I ii >k . 
When We got near our ground the 
« Uduy commenced 'helling. v I left 
my melt In a trench ami went up 
aloin* 
They planted one on each side 
of un*, aud there wasn't fifteen yard* 
between Go* two. 
It was only tin* soft 
ground that saved mc.

To add to ■ 
the festivities it rubied quire bird . aud 
they turned two machine guns on me. 
On Hie return journey we had a mile 
mid a half of open cffllptry to negoti­

crawling along a trench, aud before 
leaving its shelter I ordered the men 
to walks*in single tile with six paces 
interval between them. I, of course, 
bringing up the rear.

Tile N. ( \ O. and I ban­ 
daged him up. but w e were covered 
v*. itll blood, and another shell burst 
three yards aw av and covered us w ith 
dirt. We carried that boy oil a stretch­ 
er on our shoulders for over tw o miles, 
aud he never complained or grumbled. 
lit hough the ground was rough and we 
had to J**lt him sometimes. 
T here 
was also another man hit 
in the shoulder. Hut In* could walk 
and smoked It *. pipe and talked of 
“Blighty." 
These men are wonderful. 
and we should think of them and what 
they suffer when we grumble when 
our little lingers ache. T he doctor told 
lac that our bandaging was successful 
aud t Ha I the boy would livi*, but I uev 
*r thought that lie or any of us would 
• ver get through alive.
